ANNUAL REPORTS FROM

Board of Selectmen 
and Town Administrator 


It is the hope of the Board of 
Selectmen that many programs and 
tasks undertaken in the 1980's will 
come to full fruition in the 1990's. 
The following report summarizes 
those goals: 


Developmen 

In Fiscal Year 1993, the Town 
continued to struggle to maintain 
essential municipal services and 
continued to conform to the 
requirements of proposition 2 1/2. 
Not only was that problem 
exacerbated by enormous 
reductions in state aid, but also by 
the decline in development and 
redevelopment as a symptom of the 
poor state of both the national and 
regional economy. 

The announcement of the 
redevelopment of Natick Mall into 
once again one of the major retail 
centers of the Northeast, provides 
hope of some relief from this 
financial struggle in the next two to 
three years. 

Although the Town should never 
Support poor development for 
financial reasons only, this 
redevelopment proposal for Route 9 
is positive from both the financial 
and planning stand point. It means 
that the Shoppers World and Natick 
Mall property will be planned and 
developed as one parcel which 
removes the artificial barriers to 
comprehensive planning of that 
area, 1.e. Town boundaries and 
private property lines. 


icipal Facilities & Natick Ctr 
In the 1980's the Town of Natick 
made substantial strides on two 
fronts; 1) replacing and renovating 
obsolete municipal facilities, most 
particularly Natick High School and 


te 


Middle Schools, and 2) the Town's 
Public Works facility. Significant 
accomplishments were also made 
through private and _ public 
cooperative efforts for revitalizing 
Natick Center as the Town's 
community center. Primary 
examples of these accomplishments 
were the parking deck, development 
of the common, resurfacing and 
landscaping of Main Street and 
major improvements to 
signalization of the Route 27 and 135 
intersection. 

It is the Town's hope that in the 
90's the replacement or 
redevelopment of the remaining 
obsolete facilities will be 
accomplished in a manner that 
further contributes to the 
revitalization of Natick Center as 
the Town's community center. It is 
hoped that a new Fire Station, 
Police Station and Town Hall can be 
constructed in this decade as part of 
a single comprehensive Municipal 
Center. This project would 
hopefully coordinate with expansion 
and upgrade of the Morse Institute 
Library. Aside from the 
tremendous economies resulting 
from placing these three facilities 
on one site, it provides the 
opportunity to dramatically improve 
the aesthetics of Natick Center and 
hopefully increase the value of all 
property in Natick Center. 

The Town will also embark upon 
a comprehensive program for the 
sale and private development or 
redevelopment of surplus 
municipal property. This will offset 
any reduction in property on the tax 
rolls and raise revenue to help pay 
for the construction of the new 
facility. 


Long term solution to a long term 
high quality water supply has been 
at the top of the Town's agenda for 
some time. Major strides have been 
made on this matter in the past 
year. The development of the Elm 
Bank Water Supply which adds 
approximately 2 million gallons per 
day of high quality water to the 
Town's system received all final 
approvals in 1992. Construction has 
actually begun on this project and 
we now look forward to a completion 
date early in 1994. 

Preliminary steps have been 
taken to provide for high quality 
treatment of the Evergreen Wells 
which now constitutes almost one 
half of the Town's water supply. 

The Town of Natick will be a pilot 
community for a project to remove 
all underground fuel storage tanks 
with the assistance of a Community 
Development Block Grant of 
approximately $1,000,000. This 
project will remove a major threat 


to the Town's water supply, restore 
value to the property of home 
owners and serve as a model for 
attacking this problem in the entire 
Northeast. 


Preliminary steps in recycling of 
solid waste has been very much a 
success story in the Town of Natick. 
This is largely due to the 
cooperation of the citizens in 
recycling of Natick who have been 
willing to go the extra step for this 
important program. It is our hope 
that in the next year we will be able 
to build upon the success in 
recycling in newspapers and yard 
waste by providing curb side pick up 
for all recyclables.

Town Counsel 


1992 was another chapter in the 
rich pageant of municipal life for 
Natick with a wide variety of legal 
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issues rearing their formidable 
heads. The primary areas of 
concentration for Town Counsel 


were bidding, by-laws, claims 
against the Town, conflict of 
interest, easements, insurance, 
licenses, personnel, retirement, 
subdivision, taxes and zoning. The 
Annual Town Meetings were held 
in April and October and a Special 
Town Meeting was held in January. 

Among the action taken by Town 
Meeting was to authorize a home 
rule petition for special legislation 
to remove underground fuel tanks 
and contaminated soil and to assess 
betterments for that purpose. To 
amend the by-laws to allow 
assessment of such betterments to 
appropriate money for that work; to 
acquire the property at 14 East 
Central Street; to adopt several 
technical amendments of the by- 
laws requested by the by-law review 
committee; to accept statutes which 
allow employees who work after age 
70 to accrue creditable service for 
retirement purposes and to cover 
the loss of physical and mental 
examinations for employees over 
the age of 70; to change the name of 
the Natick Handicapped 
Commission to the Natick 
Commission on Disabilities and to 
increase its membership to nine 
members; to amend the by-laws 
regarding nuisance and conflict 
between Town agencies; to 
authorize the grant of a utility 
easement to the MWRA in the 
Middlesex Path area, as part of the 
overhaul of the MWRA Sewer 
System. 

Contracts were negotiated for 
lease of the Eliot School, the 
neighborhood bus program, 
maintenance of school parks and 
grounds, a school computer system, 
school food service and school bus 
transportation, use of the Wellesley 
College tennis courts by Natick and 
water service of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital Nursing Home. The Town 
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acquired the property at 14 East. 
Central Street for future library use. 

Lawsuits resolved in 1992. 
included a dog case in which the) 
order of the Board of Selectmen was | 
upheld; a case in which an order of | 
the Board of Health was upheld; 
and appeal from an order of the 
Board of Selectmen under the 
nuisance by-law in which a 
settlement was negotiated; a case in 
which an appeal from an order of 
the Historic District Commission 
was dismissed by the court; two. 
claims for money due under public 
works construction contracts, one of 
which resulted in payment of 
money above the account balance 
and one of which resulted in 
payment of money well under the 
account balance; and an appeal 
from the grant of a special permit 
by the Board of Appeals which 
resulted in a modification of the 
permit. | 

Lawsuits pending at the end of 
1992 included two tort cases, five 
zoning cases, one subdivision case, 
twenty tax abatement cases and one 
claim under a public contract.

tuberculosis totaled 177. 5 positive 
reactors were identified. 

At our weekly Blood Pressure 
Screening Clinics, 1016 residents 
participated, with 63 referrals to 
private physicians. 

Flu Clinics were held in the fall 
according to State guidelines. A 
total of 1,417 residents were 
inoculated. 

143 residents were screened for 
cholesterol, and 8 were referred to 
their private physicians. 

213 children under the age of 6 
were screened for Lead Poisoning. 
No referrals for elevated blood lead 
levels were necessary. 

The Public Health Nurse 
represented the Board of Health at 
the Natick Alcohol and Drug 
Advisory Council, the Human 
Services Task Force, the Council on 
Aging, Mass. Geriatric Substance 
Abuse Task Force, and at 
conferences/workshops on 
substance abuse in the elderly, 
tuberculosis, stroke, hypothermia, 
and communicable diseases. 

Rabies Clinics were held in May, 
June, and October; a total of 400 
dogs and cats were vaccinated, and 
$2,000 in fees were returned to the 
Town Treasury. 

Fees collected and returned to the 
Town Treasury for various licenses, 
permits, fees, and inspections 
totaled $72,525.50. 

A total of 13,807 doses of various 
biologics were distributed to Natick 
physicians during 1992. 

A total of 612 inspections were 
conducte ds iefOriw:224ee hood 
establishments of all types, 
including restaurants, markets, 
bakeries, caterers, clubs, schools, 
canteen trucks, food 
manufacturers, fairs, the hospital, 
nursing homes, and a circus. A 


total of 1,816 inspections, complaint 
investigations, progress 
inspections, and field consultations 
were carried out by the Board of 
Health staff relative to 
environmental sanitation, housing, 
underground storage tanks, 
sewerage, and other public health 
matters. 

A total of 11 Show Cause 
Hearings, Court Cases, and 
Administrative Hearings were 
necessary during 1991. 

On April 4th, the Board of Health 
sponsored Natick's' seventh 
Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day at the Clean Harbors 
facility on Mercer Road. Hazardous 
materials from 355 households were 
collected and sorted for proper 
disposal at a cost in excess of 
$20,000, all of which was donated by 
Clean Harbors of Natick, Inc. 

The Board of Health took an active 
role on Natick's Underground 
Storage Tank Task Force to address 
the problem of leaking residential 
underground storage tanks. An 
estimated 200 such tanks are likely 
to be leaking in Natick. The high 
cost fotmeecleanine ean pumcaal 
contaminated by the leaks is 
potentially devastating to 
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homeowners. Many of the leaking 
tanks are in Natick's aquifer 
protection zones and represent a 
potential threat to our water supply. 
We look forward to the start in 1993 
of the Town-sponsored project to. 
remove residential underground 
storage tanks. 

During the latter part of 1992 
raccoon rabies reached 
Massachusetts. The Board of 
Health has been instrumental in 
forming the Natick Rabies 
Emergency Advisory Team, made 
up of its own staff, local 
veterinarians, the animal control 
officer, and representatives from 
the police, fire, and _ school 
departments. 

The purpose of the team is 
twofold: (1) to form clear and open 
lines of information and 
communication among all parties 
and agencies, and (2) to carry outa 
coordinated program of public 
education on all facets of the rabies 
outbreak.

Information Systems Advisory Board 


D ing Hi 
In 1981 the Town was in the 
following position: 


a. The Town had developed a 
number of tailored made 
programs through a service 
bureau and was on-line to that 
service bureau for operations. 

b. The Town was about to purchase 
a mainframe computer to deal 
with those programs in-house. 
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c. The School Department had a 
number of school administration 
and education programs on an 
in-house IBM which was so 
obsolete it could no longer be 
maintained. 

d. The School Department was 
about to purchase a mainframe 
to replace the IBM. The 
mainframe being proposed by 
the schools was not consistent 
with the tailored made programs 
for the Town and if those plans 


proceeded the Town would have 

purchased two mainframe 

computers for approximately 
$300,000 each. 

An Agreement was worked out by 
which a single mainframe was 
purchased for both School and Town 
which was compatible with the 
Town's operating programs. This 
was an extremely important move 
because the large expenditure for 
Data Processing at that time was 
the hardware. 

That system worked very well for 
about 8 years. Both the School 
Department and the Town 
recognized about 3 years ago that 
new approaches were needed for 
both the School Department and the 
Town. 


I. Recent Trends in Data Processing 

a. Hardware is no longer the key 
expense in implementing a 
systems solution. 

b. Sophisticated and _ proven 
software has been developed for 
municipal applications making it 
less necessary to develop custom 
designed programs for each 
Town. : 

c. Personal computers, local and 
wide area networks, systems 
integration techniques, and the 
defacto standardization of the 
Unix operating system are 


pivotal technologies for 
managing change. 
Consequently, emerging 
technologies and their 


corresponding organizational 
requirements are replacing 
traditional mainframe 
organizational structures. 


lll, Recent Implementations in 


Natick in Accordance with these 
Trends 


The Town began to implement its 
personal computer program about 4 
years ago standardizing with the 
Macintosh. Macintosh computers 
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share one network connecting the 
Police Department, Town Hall, and 
the Library. In addition, the Mac 
network was recently integrated to 
the Town's mini computer which is 
used to bill and collect over 32 
million dollars in Real Estate, 
Excise, Personal Property, and 
Water & Sewer revenues. 

As a matter of fact, after 
performing a technology audit for 
future geographic information 
systems applications, a group of 
MIT graduate students reported to 
Natick the following: 


"Natick's town administration 
perhaps distinguishes itself most 
dramatically from other cities that 
MIT students have studied in its 
level of technical sophistication. 
Town administrators have 
implemented a_ relatively 
sophisticated networking system for 
its Macintosh computers in Town 
Hall, along with high speed 
communications between the Police 
and Fire Departments.” 


The Information Systems Board 
recognizes the single most 
important technical issue facing the 
Town is its ability to build an 
information infrastructure. Having 
said that, two primary components 
to efficiently and effectively create 
an information infrastructure are 
as follows: 


1. The integration of information 
systems planning process with 
the budgeting and procurement 
process, as opposed to justifying 
expenditures one at a time out of 
context with each other. 

2. Understanding data processing, 
data communications (radio, 
cellular, catv, local and wide 
area networks etc.), voice 
communications, and office 
systems, as component parts 
integrating into a 


comprehensive management 
philosophy for the development 
of an efficient Town, Public 
Safety, and School information 
infrastructure. 


The Board recommended to Town 
Meeting in Article 15 last year, a 
name change from "The Data 
Processing Advisory Board" to the 
"Information Systems Advisory 
Board". In the same way and for 
the same reasons, the Information 
Systems Advisory Board, 
recommends migrating from the 
Town's old data processing 


organizational structure to reflect 
the needs for an Information & 
Communication Systems Director 
reporting to the 
Administrator.

The Information Systems Board, 
plans to take additional steps to 
streamline any application 
involving Town receivables and 
future revenues. For the first time 
in the history of the Collector's 
office, one integrated computing 
environment processes all principal 


Town receivable applications. In 
the past, the Collector's office used 
as many as three unconnected 
systems for processing receivable 
applications. Consequently, staff. 
skills developed for using one 
system may not have been 
transferable to another system. As 
a result, staff in the Collector's 
office had to learn two or more 
systems to provide each other 
support. 

The Information Systems Board, 
looks forward to working with 
efficiently minded departments, 
and commends the Collector for 
taking steps in making his 
department more effective. In 
addition, we hope other Municipal 
departments share our aspirations 
for not only an _ integrated 
information infrastructure, but 
perhaps more importantly, a 
Municipal wide staff support 
infrastructure.

Patrol - The Crime Index is negligent manslaughter, forcible 
composed of offenses including the rape, robbery and aggravated 
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issault and the property crimes of 
yurglary, larceny-theft, motor 
vehicle theft, and arson. 

The Crime Index total declined 
ilmost 3 percent compared to 1991. 
With the accuracy in accounting 
hat comes with computerization of 
yur records system, these numbers 
yecome more important in 
neasuring the effectiveness of our 
‘rime reduction strategies. More 
specifically, Natick's reported rapes 
ncreased from 5 to 8; robberies 
jecreased from 10 to 7; aggravated 
assaults decreased from 11 to 7; 
yurglaries decreased from 202 to 
149; larceny-thefts decreased from 
501 to 462; and motor vehicle thefts 
Jecreased from 135 to 130. In this, 
yur second full year in which we 
qave computerized our records 
system, we should now be 
compiling crime statistics that 
reflect accurately the occurrence of 
{ndex Crimes which will be 
compared from year to year to 
zauge the effectiveness of our crime 
orevention efforts. 

During the early months of 1992 
we experienced a dramatic increase 
in commercial breaks, primarily in 
businesses adjacent to the railroad 
tracks paralleling Route 135. We 
responded with a series of directed 
patrols and intense coverage which 
resulted in arrests and mitigation of 
the problem. 

_ Highway safety continues to be a 
matter of concern for the Patrol 
Bivision. An increase in the 
number of motor vehicle accidents 
over last year has prompted a 
thorough review of our traffic 
enforcement policies. As a result, 
directed patrols are _ being 
introduced to the effect that each 
officer in the Patrol Division will 
devote a set portion of his workday 
exclusively to traffic enforcement. 
We expect that the increased 
visibility of officers in this role will 
significantly reduce the number of 
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violations and hence reduce the 
accident rate. 

We have implemented, when. 
manpower permits, a foot patrol in 
the downtown area during the 
daytime. This is in addition to the 
foot patrol that was instituted on the 
evening shift. This officer will add 
an extra dimension to the 
community policing aspect of our 
mission. He will patrol the entire 
downtown area directing traffic, 
enforcing motor vehicle laws, 
assisting citizens and visitors, and 
resolving conflicts that arise. 

We have added two more mobile 
data terminals to our patrol force 
bringing the total of computerized 
cruisers to four. This greatly 
improves officer productivity by 
providing background information 
or other data which may be 
necessary to deal with persons or 
situations they may confront. 


Detectives - As of the date of this 
report, 274 cases were forwarded to 
the detective unit for further 
investigation. Of that number 124 
cases have been cleared or 
determined to be unfounded. Only 
those cases with a _ reasonable 
likelihood of solvability were 
referred to detectives for follow up. 

In addition to the investigations 
reported above, detectives processed 
118 firearms permits and completed 
fingerprint cards and photograph 
categorization for 606 arrests. 

Detectives continue to work 
closely with the Massachusetts 
State Police Fingerprint Unit and 
were successful in clearing 3 
breaking and enterings and one 
car-jacking that would otherwise 
remain unsolved. 

A Department Narcotics Unit 
was established late in 1992 to 
assess the level of illegal drug 
activity in the Town. The unit's 
mission was to gather intelligence 
Tene Olas dibi;-0 218 conduct 


investigations, make arrests, and to 
report back whether the level of 
illegal activity justifies the expense 
related to these full time 
assignments. Preliminary reports 
indicate that there is a growing 
need to address this problem. A 
final determination has not yet been 
made. 

The Juvenile Section handled 106 
criminal cases involving youthful 
offenders during the year. Fifty 
nine of those cases were cleared 
through court action and/or 
diversion. Ninety-one cases of 
domestic abuse were followed up.

The relatively new Bendix King 
portable radios were upgraded at 
no cost to the department by 
acquiring new microphones from 
the company, resulting in improved 
performance. 

Mr. Dominic Mallozzi inspected 
the department's radio system and 
provided us with an extensive list of 
recommendations that will upgrade 
and improve our communications 
system. All of the 
recommendations require some 
spending and, therefore, most will 
be included in future operating and 
capital budgets. Like any highly 
complex system, regular 
maintenance and some 
replacement is required to ensure 
optimum performance. Two new 
Motorola cruiser radios were 
installed as we begin to change to 
the latest technology. 

During the past year we acquired 
two new officers via the lateral 
transfer process. Officer Alan 
Graham and Officer Brian Lauzon 
were two excellent candidates, 
coming highly recommended and 
selected: from’ a field of many 
applicants. Both had extensive 
background investigations, had 
been psychologically evaluated, and 
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successfully completed physical 
examinations. Both officers were 
officially commended by their 
former departments and received 
numerous letters of appreciation! 
from their town's residents. They 
have been officially commended 
already in the short time they have 
been employed in Natick. We are all! 
very well pleased with their! 
selection.

All officers were recertified 
necically as first responders as 
vell as in CPR. In November, we 
‘contracted with Omni Health 
Services to present a training 
session covering bloodborne 
yathogens, bringing us _ into 
sompliance with the latest OSHA 
standard for exposure to body fluids. 
Again, feedback from attendees was 
very positive. 
| In December, the department 
segan a local access cable television 
show titled, Natick: Behind the 
Badge. The program airs twice a 
week on The Natick Channel, 
channel eo. Continental 
Cablevision. The goals of the 
program are to better inform 
viewers of the policies and 
procedures of the department, the

In January, 1992 the functions of 
Public Information Officer, Youth 
Services, Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education, Crime Prevention, and 
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the Safety Officer were incorporated 
into the Community Services 
Division under the command of 
Lieutenant Robert Drew. ‘The 
Auxiliary Police and _ Traffic 
Supervisors were also _ s0 
reassigned. The Division shares 
the same status as the Operations 
Division and the Administrative 
and Services Division. 

The purpose of the Community 
Services Division is to coordinate the 
Department's efforts to implement a 
problem oriented approach to 
patrol, to develop and implement 
programs and procedures designed 
to prevent crime and to reduce the 
opportunity to commit crime, to 
provide drug abuse resistance 
education to students within the 
school system, to provide for the 
safety of the Town's children 
traveling to and from school, and to 
coordinate the activities of the 
Auxiliary Police. The Youth 
Services Section provides service to 
the community in the prevention 
and, if necessary, investigation and 
prosecution of juvenile offenders. 

Sergeant Walter Horning 
administers the popular DARE 
program to fifth grade students. 
This year, Brigham-Gill Pontiac 
Jeep Eagle generously provided the 
Department and its DARE Officer 
with a Pontiac Grand Prix which 
has been conspicuously lettered 
with DARE slogans to promote this 
very worthwhile program. 

Throughout this past year, 
Lieutenant Drew has been meeting 
with residents and business men 
and women discussing crime 
prevention strategies, safety 
hazards, illegal narcotics 
trafficking, and communication 
between police officers and 
residents. 

In October the Community 
Services Division hosted a very 
successful open house at the Police 
station. Tours of the department 


were provided to those interested 
and children were fingerprinted for 
their family records. Plans are 
being developed for another during 
crime prevention month (October) 
this year. 

Effective July 26, 1992, certain 
members of the Natick Commission 
on Disability were empowered to 
submit affidavits and photographs 
of violators of handicapped parking 
spaces to the Safety Officer who, 
after review, issues the parking 
ticket. The Volunteer Handicap 
Parking Enforcement Program has 
resulted, for the most part, in the 
voluntary compliance with the law 
that is the goal of the program. 

Two people deserve special 
recognition for their contribution to 
the Town and to the Natick Police 
Department. Mr. Richard Gill of 
Brigham-Gill Pontiac Jeep Eagle 
donated a 1991 Pontiac Grand Prix 
conspicuously marked to promote 
the DARE Program. Mr. Dominic 
Mallozzi donated many hours of his 
valuable time to survey our 
communications system. Mr. 
Mallozzi prepared a comprehensive 
report on the system, including 
prioritized recommendations and a 
preventive maintenance program to 
be followed to insure maximum 
efficiency of our radio system. We 
thank them very much for their 
assistance. 

Finally, and most importantly, I 
thank the men and women that 
make up the Natick Police 
Department for their willingness to 
experiment and innovate in order to 
improve the police service in the 
interest of the public safety.

| Three years of budget cuts and 
\level funding have finally impacted 
/service levels that the Natick Fire 
| Department provides. For a period 
jof four weeks during August and 
\September of 1992 the minimum 
staffing level was reduced from 
‘sixteen to fifteen firefighters per 
shift. 

'» On numerous occasions during 
‘that period, either one of the four 
‘engines was out of service for the 
/duration of an ambulance call or 
the ambulance was unavailable 
during certain fire’ calls. 
Ambulance response during this 
‘period of unavailability was 
‘provided by a _ neighboring 
/community under the Town's 
'mutual aid agreement. No calls 
| went unanswered. The purpose of 
this action was to head off a crisis in 
the overtime segment of the budget. 
This portion of the Fire Department 
budget bore an approximate thirty 
‘five percent reduction during 
budget cuts. This fact plus the 
ireduction of four Firefighter 


numerous, 
| unforeseen events such as illnesses, 
| injuries, fires and severe storms, 
and render overtime assignments a 
| necessity. 

As it appears now, 1993 will 
| become a year in which hard 
| decisions will have to be made. If 
) additional funding cannot be found 
| to support day to day emergency 
response operations and well 
deserved and overdue modest wage 
| increases, then service cuts become 
the only alternative. To continue 
the current patch work budget 
process for a fourth consecutive 
year is, in my opinion, an 
/ impossible management philosophy 
| to follow.

Highway Division 

The Highway Division is 
responsible for street maintenance, 
drainage improvements, operation 
of the gravel pit, street sweeping 
and line painting, signs, and snow 
removal. 

During the year, two miles of 
streets were resurfaced, including 
Washington Avenue, North Main 
Street, and Everett Street. Granite 
Curbinceee was, installed =s10n 
Washington Ave. and North Main 
St. in conjunction with the new 
pavement work. 

The gravel pit produced 6,500 
cubic yards of sand, 1,010 cubic 
yards of peastone, and 1,300 cubic 
yards of “crusher run" gravel. By

Every street and all 
municipal lots were swept at least 
once during the year. Twenty seven 
miles of double yellow lines and 


forty three miles of single white 
lines were painted as were all 
crosswalks and municipal parking 
lots. 

During the year, the parking deck 
on Middlesex Avenue was 
extensively repaired and a 
waterproof sealer applied. 


For the year, a total of one and 
one-half billion gallons of water 
were pumped. Division personnel 
repaired 115 water main leaks, 
relaid 81 existing services, replaced 
14, added 6, and repaired 60 
defective fire hydrants. One 
thousand obsolete water meters 
were also replaced. Approximately 
one mile of new water mains were 
installed by contractors and 
developers. An aggressive leak 
detection program was begun at 
year's end. This effort will continue 
tO geo os onder Test! tinue e 
inspection of every water main in 
town. 

We are proud to report that after 
nearly twenty years of planning, 
ands localisstate) ‘and federal 
permitting efforts, the Elm Bank 
water supply project moved into the 
construction phase. Throughout the 
Summer and) ball Division 
personnel installed approximately 
6000 feet of 24, 20 and 16 inch water 
mains on the Elm Bank site. This 
effort will continue in 1993 with the 
completion of the water main to 
South Natick and the construction 
of three wells and a pumping 
station. It is estimated that the 
Town will save nearly $500,000 by 
installing the water mains with 
town crews rather than by private 
contractor. 


Sewer Division 

The Town's collection system 
handled approximately 1.1 billion 
gallons of sewage during the year. 
Nearly one mile of new sewer 
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mains was added to the system by 
contractors and developers. All 
construction work for the 
replacement of the Eliot Street lift: 
station was completed by the end of 
the year. Division personnel} 
responded to, and repaired, 246 
sewer plugs, and repaired two 
damaged sewer mains. | 

A special project this year was. 
the complete renovation of the 
Worcester Street sewage pumping 
station. This station is the Town's | 
largest. It receives sewage from. 
eight other pumping stations and 
during the year pumped over 200 
million gallons. The work included | 
the replacement of three pumps and | 
motors, an electrical control panel 
and a stand-by emergency 
generator. | 


During the year, 9,037 tons of 
trash were collected and 
transported to the "trash to energy" 
incinerator in Millbury. In 
addition, 1,377 tons of newspapers 
and cardboard were collected and 
brought to Natick Paperboard for 
recycling. The recycling center on 
West Street continues to grow in. 
popularity. Approximately 1,200. 
tons of leaves were deposited at the 
composting area during the year. 
At year's end, it was announced 
that the MWRA would provide a 
waste oil collection unit at the 
center. It is anticipated that this 
unit will be available for use by mid- 
1993.

A number of different projects 
were pursued and achieved through 
the joint efforts of the LFNR and 
other DPW divisions. These projects 
included the renovation and 
restoration of the High School 


tennis courts and running track. 
Additionally, the first phase of the 


Johnson school playground project 
was completed, as was the re- 
landscaping of the grounds 
surrounding the football field and 
the repair of the bleacher walls. 

The Division worked closely with 
many volunteer groups and 
organizations including the Natick 
Tennis Association, Natick Track 
Association, Natick Soccer Club, 
Natick Little League, and the Natick 
Merchants Association. Sites that 
benefited from this cooperation 
include the high school tennis 
courts and track, Kennedy Middle 
‘School soccer fields, the Hunnewell 


The Natick Recycling Study and 
Advisory Committee was 
established in May 1989. The 
Committee consists of nine citizen 
members who are dedicated to 
developing a successful recycling 
program for the Town of Natick. 
The most noteworthy accomplish- 
ment of the Recycling Committee in 
1992 was the production of The 
Natick Green Pages. Committee 
Member Denise Nelkin chaired this 
project. This handbook provides 
information about recycling sources 
in Natick and _ surrounding 
communities. 

In the Fall of this year and after 
the completion of a study begun in 
1991, the MWRA awarded the town 
a grant for the establishment of a 
used motor oil recycling station. 
This facility should be in full 


operation by early 1993. It should be 


noted that fifty percent of the 
material turned in on Hazardous 
Waste Day is used motor oil. 

The Committee is currently 
working on a town wide project to 
stencil warnings against dumping 


Little League fields and the Natick 
Common. 

Personnel from this division 
along with other DPW divisions 
worked tirelessly to clean up the 
Town following a major storm in 
mid-December. 

The building maintenance 
section of LFNR_ continued 
throughout the year in providing 
proper maintenance of the DPW 
facility, Cole School and Lincoln 
Courthouse/Senior Center.

Maintaining 
the quality of programs and 
services, expanding professional 
development activities for our staff, 
and providing varied educational 
experiences for the _ students 
continue to be the goals toward 
which the administration and staff 
of the school system work.

A review of the reports of the 
principal and the department heads 
provides the following illustration of 
their work.

In addition, the work of the 
departments of counseling, special 
education and health services 
provides the five schools with an 
ability to respond to a broad range of 
needs. 

Ateecing ulate s LLel 2 UL mao 
elementary schools is the close 
working relationship that exists 
between them and the families they 
serve. Each school's parent group 
contributes mightily to the mission 
of the school through volunteerism, 
fund raising and day-to-day 
support. The re-establishment of 
the school improvement councils 
has added another dimension to 
this community participation. In 
addition, the schools have developed 
relationships with the local 
business community that have 
expanded opportunities for the 


students. The Department of 
Guidance and Counseling has led 
the effort to achieve these 
partnerships. 


The breadth of activities in which 
these five schools are involved 
reveals itself through the reports of 
the principals. A few citations from 


their reports underscores this 
statement: 
1. The ESL’ program: ‘services

2. The combined efforts of Chapter 
I and the Head Start Program 
now offer educational 
opportunities to more pre-school 
children. 

3. The Cultural Arts Committee 
made available several high 
interest programs through the 
year including AuthorF est.

5. Cooperation between regular 
and special educators is making 
inclusion efforts a_ reality. 
Seventy-seven percent of the 
students enrolled in special 
education spend at least seventy- 
five percent of their time in 
general education programs. 

6. Special education pre-school 
programs are models. of 
integration and_ parent 
involvement. 

7. One-computer-in-a-classroom 
was the operational effort of the 
Department of Computer 
Education through in-service to 
teachers and purchases of 
additional equipment. 


A wide variety of persons besides 
the classroom teacher support the 
educational program kindergarten 
through grade twelve. The

librarian, the media specialist, the 
speech therapist, the psychologist, 
the aide, the food service employee, 
the custodian are some of these. 
Often, their day-to-day work is 
unknown and_ unrecognized. 
Without them and others, however, 
the school system could not carry 
out its mission. We extend our 
appreciation to all of these 
employees. 

The school system hag 
experienced difficult times in the 
last several years. To its credit and 
the credit of the employees, it 
continues to provide first-class 
opportunities to the 3,600 children 
and youth it educates. Throughout 
this period, the staff has sought to 
make the system more effective and 
more efficient. It is to these persons 
that credit for the system's current 
positive image must go.

Committee both individually and 
collectively spent many hours 
through the last year addressing 
three major areas - the financial, 
the labor )relatedummaiids at ive 
educational. The first two issues - 
financial and labor related - 
involved the School Committee and 
its subcommittees for ten months of 
the last calendar year. Fortunately, 
the Committee's interest in 
improving the educational program 
was an area which it addressed 
consistently. 

Reflecting: on» 'the budget 
deliberations, the Committee sees 
its commitment to maintaining 
reasonable class size, to providing 
for the necessary equipment and 
supplies, to introducing new 
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programs and to maintaining 
school plant as central to its 
mission. It did not allow either 
fiscal constraints or the pressure of 
the collective bargaining process to 
thwart its efforts. 

Listed below are actions which 
the School Committee took to 
strengthen both the process and the 
content of the educational program 
we offer. They illustrate the 
diversity of the Committee's work.

Established in 1992, its leadership 
was able to provide a dozen mini- 
grants to faculty members whose 
proposals the foundation accepted 
form=runding. The scores of 
individual volunteers and 
businesses that work with the 
schools provide another dimension 
to the educational process in Natick. 
We appreciate this support. 

The School Committee feels 
confident that it has addressed the 
challenges of 1992 with foresight 
and a concern for the future of the 
school system and the children it 
services. It recognizes the 
challenge of uncertainty posed by 
both economic problems, political 
inaction and social turmoil. The 
Natick School Committee is 
prepared to address_ such 
challenges.

Although the recession economy 


has continued throughout the past 


year, 


Keefe Technical School 
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continues to fulfill its mission of 
educating for the workplace. This 
past June 91% of the class of 1992 


were placed in_ full-time 
employment prior to graduation. In 
the fall, nearly 40% continued their 
education at two and four year 
colleges. Many of these students 
received college credits prior to 
enrollment as ae result of 
cooperating agreements between 
Keefe and various institutions of 
higher learning. 

Financial support from the State 
continues to be a problem for all 
schools. For Keefe Tech, this 
support has decreased on a 
percentage basis for eleven straight 
years. Even the funding of regional 
school transportation, originally 
intended as an incentive for 
regionalization, has been reduced 
dramatically in recent years. This 
continues to increase the financial 
burden on our local towns while 
other public services are in 
desperate need of funding. The 
Keefe community greatly 
appreciates the support from our 
member towns in these difficult 
times. 

On a more positive note, the 
distribution of a small amount of 
additional education aid to schools 
this past August has resulted in 
some positive changes. Although 
equal to less than one percent of the 
total budget, the funding has 
enabled us to update some 
technology in our Data Processing, 
Drafting, Electronics and Science 
Departments. The greatest impact 
has .been on the Science 
curriculum, where we can now 
offer a Principles of Technology 
course to virtually all our students. 
This course was developed as a 
national curriculum effort and is 
being used by many schools and 
community colleges throughout the 
country. 

The integration of vocational and 
academic learning continues to be a 
priority at the Federal level. 
Although this has been integral to 
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our curricula in all areas, we are 
continuing to modify individual 
courses to meet this objective. The 
recognition of the value of applied 
learning continues to appear in 
State and Federal legislation 
addressing educational reform. 

Another characteristic of various 
reform proposals has been the 
emphasis on the school-to-work 
transition needed to successfully 
prepare students for work in the 
next century. We feel Keefe Tech is 
uniquely. qualified to prepare 
students to meet the challenges 
presented by employment because of 
our emphasis on applied learning 
and the existence of our Cooperative 
Education Program, which allows 
students to work half-time during 
their last year of school. 

Last January we began an 
exciting Pre-Engineering ae 
for students in our District and 
neighboring vocational schools. 
This program allows junior and 
senior level students to take college é 
level courses on Saturdays at Keefe, 
utilizing modern technology. 
College credit is granted by va 
Bay Community College and is 
automatically transferable to 
Wentworth Institute and 
Northeastern University, as well om 


. 


many other institutions of higher 
learning throughout the country. 
Students who complete the program 
can receive the equivalent of a full 
semester of college credit. i 
Our Continuing Education 
Program is a valuable resource for 
our District. We are currently 
serving over 2200 students per 
semester during the evenings and 
on Saturdays. Although many 
hobby and leisure courses are 
offered, the emphasis continues to 
be on career training as residents of 
our District attempt to cope with a 
difficult economy. 
The current Keefe enrollment for 
Natick is 76 students. We continue 
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ito enjoy an excellent working 
‘relationship with Natick Public 
Schools and are working together to 


| Despite New England's recession, 
the Planning Board had an 
ieevally busy year. It conducted

The Natick Housing Corporation, 
formerly the Natick Housing 
Partnership Com., incorporated as 
a non-profit organization in October 
of 1991. In June of 1992, the 
Corporation completed the sale of 
five condominiums in Natick, 
owned by the Resolution Trust 
Corporation, to moderate income 
buyers for very reasonable prices. 
The sales were financed by the 
Natick Federal Savings Bank. No 
public money was involved. 

The Corporation received a grant 
from the Massachusetts Housing 
Partnership for’ technical 
assistance for a proposal to convert 
a large building in Natick to 
affordable rental apartments. A 
meeds assessment was completed to 
document the kinds of affordable 
housing needed in Natick. 


MAPC submitted a variety of 
(Municipal Incentive Grant 
applications to EOCD for the 
communities served. Natick is one 
of the communities that will benefit 
from the Municipal Incentive Grant 
lawarded to the MetroWest 
subregion for the development of 
several alternative programs for 
combined emergency dispatching. 
The study will analyze, develop, and 
design proposals for a _ joint 
emergency dispatching program. 
It is an outgrowth of MAPC's year- 
long joint services efforts designed 
to educate and inform member 
‘communities on new and cost 
effective ways of doing business. 
MetroPlan 2000 1992 activities 
included the Council's formal

The Corporation participates in a 
regional coalition of banks and non 
profit agencies in the area. 

Efforts are continuing to get Town 
Meeting approval of State legislation 
allowing the use of Town land for 
affordable housing with a majority 
vote of Town Meeting. 

The Corporation worked with the 
Natick Planning Board to get Town 
Meeting approval of the 
Inclusionary Zoning By-Law which 
enables a developer to get extra 
housing units in a development 
providing a percentage are 
designated and priced for eligible 
moderate income buyers. The 
Corporation continues to dedicate 
itself to providing more affordable 
housing for Natick, both rental and 
purchase housing. 


Metropolitan Area Planning Council 


a Capital Investment Program 
(CIP) to examine priorities for 
public infrastructure investments 
in the region; and initiation of the 
Concentrated Development Center 
(CDC) nomination process. 

The Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council also began an Overall

MAPC's 1992 transportation 
planning efforts included, 
development and distribution of the 
regional Transportation 
Improvement Program for the 
Fiscal 1993-1995.

Selectmen John Moran and 
Planning Board member Milton 
Gilbert represented Natick on the 
MetroWest Growth Management 
Committee, an advisory coalition of 
the communities of Ashland, 
Framingham, Marlborough, 
Natick, Southborough, Sudbury, 
Wayland, Wellesley and Weston, 
and the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council. The Committee 
was supported with $25,200 in 
contributions from the _ nine 
communities and a matching 
federal grant for the transportation 
activities. The Committee is 
grateful to Natick for the provision 
of office space and services. 

In 1992, this working committee 
and its task forces met a total of 82 
times, and met with community 
groups and state agencies on 
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numerous other occasions. The 
Committee appointed Kathleen | 
Bartolini, former Deputy Assistant | 
Secretary at the state's Executive 
Office of Communities and Develop- | 
ment, as Interim Director. 
MetroWest Growth Management © 
Committee saw fulfillment of its | 
MEPA request when Pace 
Warehouse developer presented 
$100,000 to the Natick Neighborhood — 
Bus program for new equipment. 
In 1992 the Committee provided — 
timely review and comment to the 
state for 15 projects, those of# 
particular interest to Natick were: 
Natick Mall/Shopper's World, . 
Westpark, Costco Retail Facility, | 
and Worcester Commuter Rail 
Extension Project. The MetroWest 
Transportation Task Force provided 


area-wide forums for discussion of 
the proposed rail extension. 

Gwen Kermode and Howard 
Wolk were appointed as Natick's 
members to the newly formed 
MetroWest Bicycle/Pedestrian Path 
Steering Committee. This group 
will determine the opportunities for 
bicycling and pedestrian trails to 
link our communities, and works 
closely with the MetroWest Open 
Space Task Force, whose Natick 
appointee is Donna J. McFarlane. 
MetroWest Water Resources 
Committee, chaired by Natick 
resident George Wallace, published 
"MetroWest Emergency Water 
Supply Plan”. MetroWest 
Municipal Managers Advisory 
‘Committee received a grant from 
Executive Office of Communities 
and Development to be used for a 
study of regional dispatch and, in 
particular, how to structure an 
intermunicipal E-911 response. 
Meetings with Selectmen, Fire 
Chiefs and Fire Union Presidents 
will begin in January, at the request 
of member community 
Framingham, to discuss enhance- 
ment of existing mutual aid 
agreements. 

Golden Triangle Zoning 
Regulations were passed by 
Framingham Town Meeting. 
MetroWest Growth Management 
‘Committee began this planning 
process in 1988 by obtaining a state 
grant on behalf of Natick and 
Framingham because it was felt 
that the area was moving toward 
uncontrolled and unmanaged 
development. There was concern

that the area's competitive edge 
would be lost, relegating the Golden 
Triangle to strip malls and discount 
stores. Natick will vote on the 
proposed regulations at a February 
Special Town Meeting. 

The Committee's role in 
establishing and _ prioritizing 
projects for the state's 
Transportation Improvement 
Program (TIP) became _ very 
significant this year as federal 
legislation allowed, for the first 
time, the transfer of bridge and 
highway funding to mass transit 
projects. A transportation project 
must be listed on the TIP to receive 
federal or state financial assistance. 

The Committee met its public 
outreach and education objectives by 
hosting its annual MetroWest 
Legislative Caucus and meetings 
including: regional economic 
development; the new Clean Air 
Act; State Implementation Plan 
(SIP) for Air Quality; Intermodal 
Surface Transportation Efficiency 
Act So CE AN] orange ay ba 
assessment procedure; and 
Sudbury; Assabet and Concord 
Rivers Study. 

The Committee will be 
represented on the Board of 
Directors of a new public/private 
partnership, the MetroWest 
Transportation Management 
Association, which is an outgrowth 
of the Committee's funded TMA 
Feasibility Study. In support of this 
TMA, the Committee produced 
model parking reduction and trip 
reduction by-laws and mitigation 
database for use by MetroWest 
communities. 


Zoning Board of Appeals 


The Board of Appeals held public 
hearings on 77 applications during 
the year 1992. Fees realized in 
conjunction with these filings 
amounted to $18,367.44. 

Several petitions for commercial 
properties located on Worcester 
Street (Route 9), received approval 
by the Board, and have been 
constructed and open to the public. 
The site previously owned by 
Bernardi Honda, has undergone 
substantial renovations and is now 
occupied by an Infiniti new car 
dealership. A vacant site on the 
southerly side of Route 9, has been 
developed for a new Subaru 
dealership. A new mini-mall 
located on the northerly side of 
Route 9, near the junction of Route 
27, 18. occupied by a video and 
bookstore. 

Presently, under construction on 
Summer Street in the Downtown 
area is an office building approved 
by the Board to be utilized for bank 
administrative and professional 
offices. 

Other approvals, pending 
development include an increase to 
the mini-storage warehouse facility 
located off Speen Street, a day care 
centers onsotrathmoresshoadmera 
children's gymnastic center located 
on Chrysler Road and expansions to 
existing buildings located within 
the East Natick and West Natick 
Industrial Parks. 

The Board also reviewed petitions 
for variances for the newly 
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i| 
constructed Pace Building and the 
proposed retail project ‘unde? 
construction at the Natick Mall. ! 

The Board welcomed the 
opportunity to assist the residentia 
and business community in review 
of petitions and plans for expansion 
of existing structures and the 
various new developments seeking 
to locate within the Town. 

In an effort to alleviate problems 
to homeowners relative to the 
removal of underground storage 
tanks to an above ground location, 
the Board submitted an article to the 
January 1992 Annual Town 
Meeting, to permit sheds for the 
storage of oil tanks to be placed 
closer to the side lot line than 
normally permitted in a residential 
zoning district and Town Meeting 
voted its approval.

of systems in the current aging 
facility. 


The condition of the library's 
physical plant remains an 
immediate concern. Lack of 
municipal funding for too many 
years has allowed normal 
deterioration to reach a crucial 
level; as evidenced by last 
summer's emergency repair of 
the air conditioning unit. Other 
problems include leaking roofs, 
peeling paint, torn carpeting, 
rotting window sills, water in the 
basement work areas, and security 
concerns. An annual appropriation 
for capital repair must be re- 
instituted. 

The demand for library service in 
Natick is increasing steadily, 
despite a static municipal operating 
budget in the face of rising costs. 
Public areas are crowded with 
patrons at all hours. The marked 
upward trend in Circulation 
Statistics, reflected in the following 
charts, helps to illustrate this 
increasing usage.

The decade of the 1990's has so far 
proven to be an era of increasing 
demands on library staff and 
resources. This is not really 
surprising. The information 
explosion of the 1960's and 1970's 
has continued unabated. During 
the 1980's, developments in library 
automation have provided 
librarians with the tools needed to 
organize and make accessible this 
information to users. The Morse 
Institute's participation in 
the Minuteman Library 
Network provides Natick's 
residents with an electronic 
gateway to the more than 
3,000,000 books and other 
library holdings in 22 public and 2 
academic libraries. Additionally, 
the library user can now search and 
‘request the articles of 1,000's of 
periodicals. In the near future, it is 
expected that the network will 
provide access to information 
resources around the globe using 
Internet. 

While the Library has moved 
forward in the area of automation 
-and information sciences, we must 
‘sadly report that the Library has 
been prevented from moving toward 
the goal of providing access for the 
mobility impaired to the Library's 
second floor meeting room. 
Likewise, entrance to many areas of 
the library's collections remains 
limited because of barriers. As a 
imeesult, the Library is out of 
compliance with the regulations of 
the "Americans With Disabilities 
Act." The Library has been making 
plans for improvements to the 
facility since 1988 and the Town did 
make a major step in early 1992 
when it purchased the commercial 
building adjacent to this property, 

thus allowing for future 

development. Despite the increased 
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Librarian’s Report 


use of the library and the increased 
interest in library programs, we are 
forced to face the reality of budget 
reductions and our plans remain 
un-implemented. 

A major achievement of 1992 has 
been the creation of a long range 
plan for the library. The library's 
planning committee, composed of 
Trustees, the Director, Staff, 
Friends of the Library, and Town 
Administration, met over the 
course of a year. The plan 
includes a vision, mission, 
statement of roles, goals, 
objectives, needs statement, 
and ‘action® plan’) for the 
library's progress. By putting 
this plan together, the Library has 
responded to the requirements of 
the Massachusetts Board of Library 
Commissioners and will qualify for 
participation in state and federal 
grant programs. However, the 
future ability of the library to 
respond to the emerging needs of 
the community will be determined 
by the willingness of the community 
to fund necessary changes for this 
institution. 

Despite reductions in fiscal 
resources, the year 1992 was, 
nevertheless, one of significant 
accomplishment. Brenda Castino, 
Adult Services Librarian, led a book 
discussion series for adults on 
Tuesday evenings as well as a 
monthly series at the Kennedy 
Senior Center. The Neighborhood 
Bookmobile, with Librarian Mary 
Ellen Womboldt on board, continued 
to make its rounds, including visits 
to shut-ins. Carol Coverly, 
Reference Librarian, continued her 
monthly visits to nursing homes. 
On April 18th, the 3rd annual 
"Night of a Thousand Stars" 
celebrated the importance of 


reading in family literacy. More 
than 250 residents came to the 
library to hear local celebrities read 
aloud their favorite stories. The 
library's reference staff also 
provided a series of workshops for 
individuals interested in learning 
how to use the Public Access 
Catalog. Finally, the year ended 
with a series entitled "Different 
People, Different Places - Native 
Americans, Europeans and the 
Environments They Created." This 
program was co-sponsored by the 
Friends of the Morse Institute 
Library and was made possible due 
to a grant the library received from 
the Massachusetts Foundation for 
the Humanities which provided the 
visiting scholars and reading and 
promotional materials for this 12 
week program. 

The Children's department 
offered such programs as "Twos 
Together,” a program for toddlers 
and, «parents together, .andsa 
“Summer Family Film Fest." 
Preschool Storyhours for 3, 4 and 5 
years olds were held for one six 
week and two eight week sessions. 
Two series of storycrafts for 
elementary school age children in 
kindergarten to grade 3 were held. 
A Summer Reading Program 
entitled Readers Are Winners, pa 
h mmer R Inplsee 
attracted 280 children and a DaNe 
Reader Passport -program 
interested another 170 children. Six 
All Star Special Events including 1 
Silver Apple evening storytelling 
program with library storyteller 
Linda Champion were held. Guest 
Storyteller Doug Lipman and the 
Jubilee Puppet Theatre also 
appeared. In addition to these 
events, Peg Cassedy and the rest of 
the Young People's staff offered 
tours of the library to nursery 
schools and other groups and 
presented an occasional special 
program to school groups. 
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Library circulation continued to. 
increase as the total count on June 
30th for the previous 12 months was | 
268,613, a figure which is 33% 
higher than that of 5 years ago. 
Martha Jones, Cataloguer, reports | 
that some 5,486 items were added to | 
the collections of the adult library | 
and Dale Smith, Head of Children's | 
Services, reports 2,495 new a 
added to the Young People's . 
Library. The combined total of 7,981 | 
new additions is a 15% increase _ 
over last year. Young Adult» 
Librarian Mary Ann Hague worked | 
with the public school librarians to 
put together a special collection of 
books on the schools’ summer 
reading lists. This collection was — 
available for use by all the students © 
who were fulfilling their summer - 
reading requirements. 

The Library's achievements are 
due to the commitment and visions 
of a great many people. The 
Friends of the Morse Institute 
Library continued with its third 
year of support for the library. 
Their volunteer efforts are greatly — 
appreciated. The Friends leader 
and president, Susanne Stern, 
deserves much credit for her hard 
work. She is retiring from the role © 
of President, but will still be active © 
in other Friends affairs. Ing 
addition to the help of the Friends, a — 
group of volunteers has worked to — 
keep the stacks in order. The — 
Natick Gardeners are thanked for 


_their contributions of plants and ~ 


flowers that have helped beautify 
the building. The Library Director — 
would especially like to thank the 
Trustees who have provided 
support and direction at crucial 
times over the past year as well as

Conservation Commission 


Porweoo2, ee the Natick 
Conservation Commission 
continued to be challenged by a 
large number of Public Hearings. 
The Commission heard 21 Notices 
of Intent and issued 21 Orders of 
Conditions, reviewed 34 Requests 
for Determination of Applicability, 
granted 16 Certificates of 
Compliance and 4 extensions to 
outstanding Orders and laid down 8 
Enforcement Orders. 

The Commission undertook 
several actions designed to improve 
the efficiency and quality of the 
Commissions work. A re- 
organization resulted in the election 
of George Wallace as Chairman, 
Randy Johnson as Vice Chairman 
and Paul McKinley as Secretary. 
The Commission unanimously 
created the new position of 
Associate Commissioner to provide 
a mechanism for attracting 
professionally qualified individuals 
to assist the Commission in its work 
and to provide a path for mentoring 
future Commissioners. This 
position has been very beneficial. 
The initial incumbent was Bernard 
Raftery, an environmental scientist. 
Mr. Raftery has since been 
appointed a regular member of the 
Commission by the Board of 
Selectmen. His Associate position 
has been filled by John Maciolek, an 
environmental attorney. The 
Commission is grateful for the 
nd welo each brings to our work 


and welcomes them both. 

In addition, the Commission 
defined the assignment of Project 
Manager wherein individual 
‘members of the Commission are 
assigned to review Notices of Intent, 
draft Orders of Condition and 
conduct periodic compliance 
inspections on assigned projects 
‘until the issuance of a Certificate of 
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Compliance. This has provided the 
Commission with considerably 
improved management of and 
status data on projects, increased 
the skills and knowledge of 
individual members of the 
Commission and reduced the 
onerous burden previously carried 
by the Chair. The Commission 
looks forward to further 
improvements in the Project 
Management process in 1993. 

Several personnel changes 
occurred during 1992. With regret 
the Commission received the 
resignations of Kate Cardamone 
and Tony Nigro and extend to each 
our grateful thanks for their efforts 
and contributions. George Wallace 
and Douglas Shepard were re- 
appointed and Joe Fallon was newly 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
for a 3 year term. 

The Commission achieved 
several major goals in 1992. First, 
the Commission successfully 
completed the correction of severe 
erosion problems at Camp Mary 
Bunker. This project was most 
notable due to the considerable 
cooperative efforts by the Towns’ 
Department of Public Works which 
significantly reduced the financial 
cost incurred and resulted in a 
highly successful project. The 
Commission also participated in the 
acquisition of a Waterfront Grant 
from the State Department of 
Conservation Services for additional 
improvements to Camp Mary 
Bunker and Pegan Cove and looks 
forward to having both of these 
resources available for the Towns’ 
residents to enjoy. 

The Commission also began work 
on improvements to Jennings Pond 
and plans to begin the engineering 
phase in early 1993. 


A new Records Retention System 
was developed in response to a 
problem which occurred during a 
routine Freedom of Information 
request. The new system is 
intended to ensure that public 
information is available in a 
manner which fully and completely 
complies with the law. The new 
system has been filed with the Town 
Clerk and the Secretary of State. 

Finally, and most significantly, 
the Commission gratefully 
acknowledges the receipt of several 
land gifts to the Commission. They 
include approximately 15 acres 
from Mr. DePhilipo, 2.5 acres from 
Messers Cohen and David, and 2.7 
acres from Mr. Glofsky. In 
addition, the Commission gratefully 
acknowledges the placement of

Conservation Restrictions on 
several parcels’ including 
approximately 23 acres from the 
Algonquin Hill Homeowners 
Association, 26 acres from Mr.

We are 
presently completing a report 
covering approximately 30 privately 
owned properties built before 1850 
for review with the Board of 
Assessors. Joint recommendations 
of both boards will be forwarded to 
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the Board of Selectmen for further 
consideration. 


2. Tree Policy | 

Historical Commission 
representation on the Selectmen 
appointed Tree Policy Committee 
has sought to ensure protective. 
policy toward our -.natural. 
environment. The importance of 
preserving the character of our 
local streetscapes will be recognized | 
by the adoption of a comprehensive 
tree policy and planting program in 
Natick. 


The Commission has been. 
engaged in various activities to 
promote historic preservation: | 

a.) An advisory position on the 
Morse Institute’s program for 
expansion and renovations. 


b.) Public speaking programs to 
private organizations promoting 
awareness of Natick’s unique 
architectural resources. 

--c.) Continued consolidation of 
research documents in publicly 
accessible locations. 


At year end, the Commission is 
reviewing alternatives for the 
adaptive reuse of the Felchville 
School in North Natick. As in past

Insect & Pest Control 


The introduction of a new strain 
of fungal infection, (Ash Wilt or 
Ash Yellows) is presently showing 
evidence of major damage on both 
public and private Ash trees, 
(Fraxinus s.p.). The infection 
creates a blockage in the conductive 
tissue which provides for the 
transmission of food and water 
upwards to the crown structure. 
Damage shows as premature leaf 
drop, bud reduction, witches 
brooms and a major thinning of the 
volume of foliage. 

Mortality can be very rapid, 
similar to the results of the Dutch 
Elm disease.

The Committee met several times 
during the year. Initially, we 
elected officers and established our 
goals and objectives and began to 
develop our plan. At this time, it 
appears that the conversion plan for 
the Sand and Gravel operation will 
be a multi-year three-phase process. 
The idea that we are currently 
working on (Phase I) is to 


reestablish the perimeter of the 
Gravel operation so that the 
previously mined, excess land can 
be freed up for park and 
recreational uses. Among the uses 
being discussed for Phase I are the 
creation of two soccer fields, 
parking, a wooded picnic area along 
Morses Pond, access to Morses 
Pond for canoeing and fishing, and 
access to Morses Pond for Lilja 
School science projects. Phase Il 
and III will be of a longer term 
nature, with ideas for additional 
baseball fields, football fields, 
tennis, jogging paths, parking, etc. 
As with any project of this 
nature, financing will be a 
significant issue. We have met with 
an officer from a Marine Corp. 
Reserve Engineering Unit that 
performs site work for similar 
public projects. We are encouraged 
by the initial response we have had 
with this Marine Reserve Unit and 
are hopeful that they will offer to 
perform site work for this potential 
project. We also are working with 
the Director of the Recreation and 
Human Services Commission in 
developing a plan and hopefully 
obtaining State and/or federal grant 
funds.
